a contraction, and however dictatorial the 
Clearing Houses and the banks may be in 
regard to silver, it cannot be denied that 
the people need National banks more than 
the banks need their charters and privi­ 
leges. 
For this reason the Clearing House aud 
the banks of New York should consult 
public interests rather than private con­ 
venience, and in the discussion of and in 
the legislation pertaining to, the silver 
question, nothing should be done which 
weaken or destroy the system of banking 
which is decidedly the safest and the best 
ever devised in this country. L it the banks 
do all they can to bring about resumption 
with the aid of the silver bill, and if in 
daily business the law will prove a bad 
one, it will be quickly amended to meet 
the wants of business and the demands of 
public sentiment.

AN HONEST JUDGE- 
To hear of a Judge ol a United States 
Court, overruling the President ot the Unit 
ed States, in a matter of duly, is decidedly 
refreshing and encouraging. It is an honor 
to the country to have at least one Judge 
over whom the President has no influence 
—a Judge who dare stand up and tell a 
Grand Jury that they must not heed the 
instructions of the President, but must fear­ 
lessly do their duty.

He is well connected and fashionable, and 
for that reason several prominent men— 
among them the Hon. John C. New, late 
Treasurer of the United States, importun­ 
ed President Hayes to older the prosecu­ 
tion of Miller stopped, as the money had 
been recovered, aod the crime comprom­ 
ised. Accordingly the District Attorney 
received instructions trom the President 
against prosecuting “a certain person for 
an alleged embezzlement in the First Na­ 
tional Bank ot Indianapolis.”

Grand Jury entered the Court room on 
Wednesday morning, the foreman stated 
to 
Judge Gresham, that the

charged the jury that they swore they 
would diligently inquire and true present­ 
ment make, of such matters as should come 
t j their knowledge touching yiol&tions of 
the criminal statutes of the United States; 
that they would present no one through 
envy, hatred, or malice, and that they 
would shield no one through fear, affection, 
or reward; that they could not escape the 
obligation of the oath by heeding the 
Instructions of the President ofthe United 
States ; that he had no right to dictate 
what they shall do in regard to the d e ta i­ 
ler ; that the President had not the slight-

Second— Legal tender notes of a special 
iisuc of large denominations will deliver 
in place of gold certificates, and there will

Ha rd—Holders of notes who prefer gold 
instead of silver will obtain gold, and the 
Treasury wilt will not force upoo the hold­ 
er of notes the kind of legal tender coin 
that is not d dred. 
Fourth—That legal-tcoders, even with­ 
out the enactment of any law affirmatively 
authorizing it, will be everywhere received 
tor customs dues.

Chinese Ingenuity in Cai ring Ivoiy Bal!s 
..From the Boston Herald. 
The fkiil displayed by the Chinese in 
carving ivory baile within each other, has 
excited the wonder and admiration of Eu­ 
ropeans. Nothing can afford a greater 
proof ot.paiience and perseverance, as well 
as of the taste of a Chinese handicrafNman 
than one of these elegant baubles, each 
ball being exquisitely carved, and no two 
alike in pattern. Each of these balls rolls 
freely within that which incloses it, and is 
visible through apertures; so that, however 
many may be, the beauties of each can he 
Examined, and the number of the whole 
counted. Much time is spent upon the 
carving of these toys; tor the cleverest ar­ 
tlet will employ a whole month in the ex­ 
ecution ot each separate ball;consequently 
the labor of two years Is not unlreqaentlv 
bestowed on the production of a single 
toy, which is formed out of a solid globe ot 
Ivory, and has no junction in any part. 
The outside of this globe is first carved in 
some very open pattern, and is then care­ 
fully cut with a fine, sharp Instrument 
through the openings until a complete 
coating is detached from lac solid part la - 
aide, as the peel of an orange might be 
loom ed 
with 
a 
scoop 
from 
the 
frait 
without 
being 
taken 
off. 
One 
hollow 
ball 
is 
thu* 
termed, with a solid one Inside of it. 
The 
ourUce ot the inner ball Is then carved 
through the interstices of the outer one, 
and, when finished, is subjected to the 
•ame operation as the first, and thus a sec­ 
ond hollow bail is produced, still with a 
solid one of smaller dimensions inside. 
This process is repeated again and again, 
the difficult tee incrusting as Ute woik pro­ 
ceeds till at length only a small bill, of tin* 
size of a marble, is left in the center, which 
it also ornamented with figure* cut upon 
it, and then the logcuius bul useless bauble 
Is complete.

Farming in the East and West* 
From the Western Rural. 
We occasionally see the statem ent from 
sources th at are supposed to bu good aud 
well-informed, that N ew E ngland soil is 
actually capable of producing greater crops 
than the soil of the West. I his is so clear­ 
ly an error that did it not cornu from ju st 
such sources as we have described, it 
would be thought to be too absurd for no­ 
tice. 
ll it w ere th e laten!ion of those 
who m ake th e allegation to say th at in 
consequence oi being near a belter m ar­ 
ket, some of the a >il in N ew E ngland paid 
as good or even a better profit than very 
m uch cl our W estern soil, they would be 
right. 
B ut the statem ent is a naked one 
as we give it above. 
T he natural fertility c f most of E astern 
soil has been exhausted by an unw ise sys­ 
tem os! culture. 
lf there are those w ho 
th ic k th at the practice of farm ing land to 
death is com m on only in the W est, they 
are very greatly m istaken. 
This has been 
the fault of A m erican agriculture, and the 
only reason that it is m ore noticeable in 
the W est is because agriculture itself is 
m ore prom inent, 
it is true th a t E astern 
farm ers cow fertilize m ore generally than 
do W estern (am ici?, but it is because they 
arc compelled to; and it is safe to say th a t 
Very little land in the Enid w hich is k ep t 
up under a system of artificial fertilization 
is equal in fertility to its original co n d i­ 
tion. 
B ut the m om ent th at is acknow l­ 
edged the po dtioD th at E astern soil 
will 
produce m ore than W estern soil m ust go 
by the board, for no intelligent pcrsoo w ill 
claim th a t origin illy the soil ol th e E ast is 
equal to th at ut the West. 
A mis*ake, too, w hich E istcrn people 
frequently m ake is, th at the East, in all its 
industries and relations, generally la m ore 
intelligent than the West, and th at Uhs 
gives it the great advantage ic everything. 
We arc not Hading fault w ith this ap p aren t 
egotism, for it Is rath er natural after all. 
A section t i c< untry tw o hundred and fifty 
years old w >u<d act very unnatural if it 
thought a people a good deal less th an a 
hundred years old w ere Its equal. 
B ut it 
is a mistake, nevertheless, aud in no rela­ 
tion of life is It a greater m istake than in 
agriculture. 
W estern farm ers are in very 
m any respects the m ost intelligent and e n ­ 
terprising in the world, and will average 
above those in any other part of the coun­ 
try. T heir actual necut^ilies have had ajgreat 
deal to do w ith producing this result. lo 
a new country the utm ost activity c f m ind 
and body is necessary “ to m ake a living,” 
and when the new country becomes suffi­ 
ciently developed to furnish cot only a com ­ 
fortable living but some degree of luxury, 
the m ind has the m ore tim e to th in k , and 
having received a considerable training 
under the pressure of necessity, It th in k s 
stronger and w ith greater success than It 
otherw ise would. 
Thus a new country is 
really favorable to the fostering of intelli­ 
gence and enterprise. 
N o people in the 
world 
are greater students 
than 
o u r 
W estern farm ers 
B ut W estern farm ers know very well 
th at they have a very great deal to learn, 
and that probably there will alw ays be 
som ething for them to learn. 
H ow ever, 
aa the m atter stands, with soil naturally 
better than the soil »u the K ist, aud p y t- 
sessing as m uch t n b rp rise and Intelligence 
to say the least, as do Eastern farm ers, it is 
not very jikely that the B a te a u ever p ro ­ 
duce as m uch per acre as the W est alw ays 
will 
A t Icisi m ere is no reason w oy it 
should.

Flour. 
Prairie Farmer. 
Until quite recently fall wheat has al­ 
ways becu preferred tor grinding into Hour 
for bread. It grows the slowest and Is 
longest on the ground, and the proportion 
of gluten is much greater than in wheat 
sown in the spring. It is altogether pref­ 
erable in southern climates, and the Hour 
from It brings a much higher price, while 
it is said to keep sweet and free from wee­ 
vil much the longest. 
Now come the Michigan millers and tell 
us that a barrel, weighing 190 pounds, of 
the starchy spriog-wheat Hour ot Minne­ 
sota sod the North will make 270 to 280 
pounds ot bread, while the winter wheat 
dour of Michigan will not make more than 
210 pounds. Is this credible ? If so, »s 
the bread from both «qu*lly nutritious and 
“filling” as food ? We should like to know 
what the experienced and able managers 
of the Prairie Earner say to this, which is 
certainly news to most af us. 
Can this be true ? If so, it ought to be 
more generally known. It is quite proba­ 
ble that Michigan winter wheat Hour, makes 
less bread than southern Illinois winter 
wheat fl jut, when the climate is drier. 
While this is a hovel way of testing Hour 
it is certainly a corn ct one. These millers 
state that ll >ur made from choice Lancas­ 
ter wheat yielded 331 pounds of bread.

Farm Accounts. 
When a farmer, at the end of the year, 
ten lea his account, pays his smith bill, with 
that of his teacher, doctor and preacher, 
which tax is generally in the rear, and, it 
anything is left from the amount realized 
by the sake of his produce, that amount is 
called the profit; bot, if it falls short, then 
he has made nothing. That is not a cor­ 
rect estimate of results, for the bills have 
no connection with the cost of planting, 
except the smith bills. A merchant doing 
business on a capital of $10,090, wanting 
to obtain the result of the year’s operation, 
takes an inventory of the unsold stock, the 
amount of available accounts, with money 
on hand after paying his ttoic rent, his 
clerk hire, interest paid on borrowed 
money, and other expenses incidental to 
his business, but does not include the ex­ 
pense of supporting his family, which 
might, if extravagant, absorb all the prof­ 
its, though it might be 30 or 40 per cent. 
on the capital. There are a large number 
of farmers, whose real estate, with all the 
working stock, nod farming implements, 
can uot be valued at more than $3,000. yet, 
by 
their profits realized, have raised, 
clothed and educated from five to ten chil­ 
dren, which, to do this, must make a profit 
of 30 to OO per cent. on the capital.—Ar* 
hangs 


CkrOoerative Farming. 
An experiment In co-operative farm­ 
ing has betail trud in Koglauo. 
Several 
years ago, Mr. Brand, speaker in the house 
ot couio.ooF, announced his intention ct 
taking his laborer* into partnership in the 
profit of his extensive farm of 070 acres. 
The result of the experiment shows that 
co-operative farming is not likely to prove 
successful. In theory, the laborers should 
have been inspired to Qiore hearty and 
enlhufeiasuc labor by a plan which prom- 
ised.them a share in the net profits, besides 
their wages.
